“Wholesale revisions of the tariff,” 
added Mr. Lodge. “have been an unmiti- 
gated evil. They have been not only 
ruinous to commercial and business inter- 
ests but to the political party responsi- 
ble for them.

[EUROPEANS ARE 
OPPOSED TO U. S. 
HAVING OLYMPIC 


General Secretary of Interna- 
tional Committee Believes 
Other Foreign Countries 
Should Be Favored First. 


PARIS — Tremendous opposition will 
be. made to holding the Olympic games 
in Cleveland in 1916 by England and the 
continental countries, according to A. de 
Stuyger, general secretary of the inter- 
national committee of the Olympic 
games. In an interview with the United 
Press todav he said: 

“There will certainly be strong oppo- 
sition to holding the games in Cleveland 
or any other American city. Italy, Rus- 
sia, Germany and Austria have been 
after the 1916 games for months. None 
of these countries has even entertained 
an Olympic meet, while America had the 
games in 1904. 

“Furthermore European athletes could 
hardly be induced to make the long trip 
to Cleveland and the games, in case they 
were held there, would be largely a repe- 
tition of 1904, when America won nearly 
everything.” 

Excelsior. a Paris daily. is also against 
holding the games in America for the 
reason that Europeans are not financi- 
ally able to send strong teams to 
America.

Not that golf has a strictly delimited? 


season. More rounds are played in sum- 
mer than in winter, but it is quite 
arguable that winter golf is the pleas- 
anter, says the London Post. Whatever 
our depleted far-driver, may say about 
the lengths to which the latest invented 
ball can be driven, a man has to play 
his shots when the moisture in the 
ground curtails run and makes bunkers 
consequently retentive. A golfer then 
feels that he, and not some superior 
power, is responsible for the success 
which he may achieve. This is especially 
true in the case of those who play on 
clay courses. There in winter time the 
game is one of extremes; there is noth- 
ing between a good shot and a bad one. 
The ball lies close through the green 
and must be swept away accurately; 
schlaff and you are hopelessly short;

and the dirt hits you under the left 
eye. In summer you may do all these 
things and get a half of the hole, even 
win it if the other man’s well-played 
stroke causes the ball to pitch on a 
slight inequality in the hard-baked clay.| ,

ing, and if it comes easier to a man to 
hit the ball straight with a stab than 
with a follow-through stroke, he would 
not show wisdom in ceasing to be a 
stabber, says the Birmingham (Eng.) 

The great thing is to find out 
what suits you and having found it to 
stick to it.

DR ELIOT A SPEAKER 
ON FINAL DAY OF Bie 
PENCE CONFERENCE 


WASHINGTON—Charles W._ Eliot, 
president emeritus of Harvard Univer- 
sity was the first speaker today at the 
international conference of the Americau 
Society for Judicial Settlement of Inte1 
national. Disputes. His subject was 
“Defects of Arbitration as a Means of 
Settling Disputes.” The conference 
closes tonight. 

Governor-elect Simeon Ek, Baldwin of 
Connecticut presided at today’s session. 

Among other speakers on the program 
were Frederick N. Judson, “The Juris- 
diction of the Supreme Court of the 
United States Over the Controversies of 
the States a Prototype of the Interna- 
tional Court of Arbitral Justice”; George 
W. Kirchwey, “The Sources of Inter- 
national Law”; Prof.Harry Pratt Jud- 
son of the University of Chicago, “Be- 
tween Diplomacy and War,” and Edwin 
ainn, “Some of the Things That Must Be 
Done in Order to Secure a Permanent 
Judicial Court for the Setthement of In- 
ternational Difficulties.” 

At a banquet this evening at the New 
Willard hotel, Gen. Stuart L. Woodford 
of New York will be toastmaster. Re- 
sponses will be made by President Taft, 
the French ambassador, M. Jusserand, 
Maj.-Gen. Frederick D. Grant, Richard 
Bartholdt of St. Louis, Thomas Nelson

Francis W. Hirst, editor of the London 
‘ Economist, said that war scares are 
largely inspired by ‘armament contrac- 
tors, who ultimately would drag coun- 
tries into the bankruptcy court,’ in 
an address to the conference Friday.

W ASHINGTON—The lowest bidder for 
the 10 14-inch guns with which one of 
the new 27,000-ton battleships will be 
equipped is the Bethlehem Steel Com- 
pany of South Bethlehem, Pa. 

That company proposes to build the 
guns for $74,770 each, exclusive of mounts, 
the first gun to be delivered within 131% 
months and the others at the rate of 
mainder at two-month intervals. 

The Midvale company was the lowest 
bidder for four mounts for these guns. 
The figure which that company pro- 
posed was $52,854 each, the first mount 
to be delivered in 17 months and the re- 
mainder at two month intervals. 

Each of the two new battitohips will 
be equipped with 10 14-inc® guns. Ten 
of these guns and 16 of the mounts will 
be built by the government at the Wash- 
ington navy yard, which has already be- 
gun work on them: 

The question of awarding contracts to 
the Bethlehem and Midvale companies 
depends largely upon the action Con- 
gress will take upon the request for an 
additional appropriation of $1,000,000 for 
the government to undertake the con- 
struction of the new battleship New 
_York at the New York navy yard. 


AREA OF EGYPT AND POPULATION

MACHINE OFTEN: 


“ 
HEN much machine work has to 
be done, filling the shuttle is a 
constance annoyance. This ean be 
partly obviated by threading the shut- 
tle with finer cotton than that ised 
on tle needle. The sewing will be quite 
as strong and the shuttle will not need 
refilling half so often as it would if 
threaded with the same number of cot- 
ton as the needle, because the bobbin 
will hojd a great deal more of the finer 
cotton! 

If you want your sewing machine to 
do satisfactory work, remember that it 
needs to be kept clean. After every 
ten hours’ work it needs oil; but all 
surplus oil must bé carefully wiped off 
afterward. Always work it steadily and 
never start or stop with a jerk. 

The best way to finish off a machine 
seam is to turn the material round and 
stitch back for about an inch. This 
saves tying the ends of cotton, which 
takes'up a good deal of time if there are 
many seams.

NEW YORK—-Woodrow Wilson, Gov- 
ernor-elect of New Jersey, speaking 
recently before -the Southern Society 
of New York said that “the pres- 
ent problem of our politics is not how to 
redivide the powers of government but 
how to revitalize and redignity and re- 
deem the powers of state. 

“A good deal of our recent discus- 
sion about federal powers and state 
powers,” said Dr. Wilson, “treats them as 
if they. were in antagonism with each 
other. No sane or public-spirited man 
is jealous of federal power. Every one 
who looks discerningly upon the present 
problems of the Union must see that in- 
terests which are truly national must 
be taken care of by federal action. 

“But' what we wish to guard against 
is the atrophy of the local agency, the 
awakening of those great instrumental- 
ities which have vitalized our communi- 
ties everywhere and made self-govern- 
ment a human relation.

In times past it was only the wealthy 
Classes that had the leisure or the means 
for education and the need of application 
to definite. immediate ends was not 
felt. When the American colonists un- 
dertook to establish schools for their 
children industrial instruction was theirs 
on every side. The demand was for men 
of trained intellect, enlghtened under- 
standing, men who could direct the affairs 
of the new world as ministers, lawyers, 
governors, statesmen, and it was _ for 
them the schools were made. Jn its broad 
sense education Was as vocational then 
@s it is today. but more cultural, more 
limited and different. The Boston pub- 
lic Latin school, which for 300 years has 
been sending men out into the world bet- 
ter equipped to earn a living for them- 
selves and services for the 
state and the train- 
ing received is tundamentally a 
wocational 

As the country grown and pros- 
pered, wealth increased, expanded, joined 
hands with wealth, conditions changed. 
The system of apprenticeship has been 
Bwallowed up by the factory. The coun- 
try is facing new requirements. The 
belief that the training of the schools 
$s necessary only for those vocations 
called cultural is going down before the 
conviction of experience that it is equally 
essential for those called industrial. The 
readjustment of the schools to the new 
conditions is a difficult and serious prob- 
Jem requiring nicety of judgment and 
delicacy of perception. The greatest diffi- 
culty seems to lie in recognizing the 
widely differing vocational aims of the 
pupils and meeting them: all through 
the common system of the public ‘school. 

There is coming to be a generally bet- 
ter understanding that in its major ele- 
ments all education is practical. The 
difference lies in the application of what 
is learned and the length of time between 
its acquisition and its use. There is 
niso a clearing vision that cultural edu- 
cation, so called, is vocational in its pur- 
pose; and that vocational education, so 
ealled, fails of its best results when it 
ceases to have cultural elements. ‘The 
education now called cultural is profiting 
by the experience of that which is called 
vocational and commercial education is 
seeing the necessity of many of the sub- 
jects and methods that heretofore have 
been Jooked upon as _ strictly cultural. 
Even in its beginnings industrial educa- 
tion is finding that progress beyond any- 
thing but the most elementary and un- 
satisfactory stage requires the methods 
and. material of general education.

established to provide such training ag 
may be determined to be’ necessary to 
vocational success. All this must be 
done, not as a separate problem, but 
with a full understanding of its close 
connection and necessary relation to the 
school system as it now exists.

POSTAL SAVINGS STAMPS. 

The postal savings banks are soon to 
be established in this country, and in 
connection with them has been issued 
an official stamp. All correspondence on 
this subject will be prepaid by these 
special stamps, which will find place in 
most collectors’ albums. The stamp is 
black and of the same size as the cur- 
rent postage stamps of this country. No 
portrait or design adorns it. At the top 
are the words “U. S. Postal Savings,” i 
the center “Official Mail,” and at the 
bottom “Two Cents,” with the numeral 
“2” in both lower corners. Two million 
have been printed, and as the stamps are 
not to be placed on sale,, there may be 
some difficulty in securing unused speci- 
mens. They are watermarked “U. S. P. 
8.” double lined. Succeeding supplies will 
be on the new paper, in which the water- 
marked letters are smaller and composed 
of a solid single line.

The new German stamps will probably 


show a portrait of Emperor William. The 
German empire is composed of quite a 
‘collection of small empires and _princi- 
| palities, each having ‘its reigning king. 


These rulers opposed a general issue of 
stamps for the empire, and in 1900 they 
proposed that each state issue its own 
stamps, which had been the custom prior 
to 1870. But the idea to have a single 
issue of stamps for the whole empire 
being the symbolical portrait of Ger- 
mania has prevailed. 


If you will examine a Hungary stamp 


you will see a crown depicted on one of 
the emblems of the design. This is 
known as St. Stephen’s crown, the 
royal crown of Hungary. Examine the 
crown carefully and you will see that 
the small cross is bent to one side. This 
was not a mistake in the printing of the 
stamp, aS one would. suppose, but the 
bolt which fastens the cross has worn 
so that it allows the cross to roll in 
any direction. 

Accasionally a collector finds a United 
States envelope stamp which is embossed 
but without ink, and thinks he has dis- 
covered a rarity. However, these “al-

~ SOUTH AFRICA’S| HISTORICAL PAGEANT 


Episodes of Spectacle at Cape Town Covered a Period re 


‘Three Hundred Years, From Days of Bushmen and dominating color here is orange 


Hottentots to Events Under European Rule.

a pageant, historical im nature, 
Cape Town during the week pre- 
ceding the opening by the Duke of 
Connaught of the first Parliament 
of the Union of South Africa 
Nov. 4. The pageant as tt was 
seen by a correspondent of The 
Christian Science Momitor 1s de- 
scribed in the following article. 


CT. 29 dawned on Cape Town in 

all the radiance of a South African 
summer's day, The gale which had been 
blowing disconcertingly for many days 
had given place to the pleasant coolness 
of a breeze from the sea, and Table bay 
lay. shimmering and peaceful, a fitting 
setting to the reminiscent spirit of the 
coming pageant. No more beautiful 
arena could have been devised by the 
art of man than that which nature her- 
self had provided. 

The episodes which made up the pa- 
geant covered a period of 300 years— 
from early times when Bushmen and 
Hottentots were the sole denizens of that 
portion of the dark continent, on to 
the first appearance of Europeans in 
medieval days, when the Portuguese, 
first under Dias and then under Vasco 
da Gama, landed on the shores of Table 
bay. 

Portugal is depicted in the days when 
she was the greatest of sea powers. The 
court of King John II., unrolls its splen- 
dor and the audience have before their 
eves the most magnificent, from the 
point of view of color, of all the epi- 
. sodes, the scheme being worked out in 
red, purple and gold. In the center of 
the scene is a dais with two thrones. 

A procession of courtiers files ‘in, in 
gorgeous array, followed by the grandees 
of the Portuguese court, and the King 
and Queen enter, heralded by the blare 
of trumpets. The latter is arrayed in 
periwinkle blue, ermine and silk, and 
wears the royal crown of the queens 
of Old Portugal. Not only is this scene 
the most brilliant of the whole pageant 
but it is of peculiar interest to South 
Africa, for is not this the king who 
changed the name of the Cape from 
that of Cabo Tormentoso to that of 
Cabo de Bona Esperanca. 

One hundred years have passed, the 
fantastic and splendid middle ages have 
given place to the more somber but still 
picturesque period when the Drome- 
daris and her sister ships entered Table 
bay. Van Riebeek, at the command of 
the mysterious “Seventeen,” the comp- 
trollers of the Dutch East India Com- 
pany, has sailed to the Cape and has cast 
anchor. On the shore the Hottentots 
are watching in uncomprehending wond- 
erment. This scene is subdued in_ its 
presentment and breathes the spirit of 
Holland, the spirit of valor and persist- 
ence,

BRAZIL RAILROADS GROWING 
TREES FOR TIES AND FOR FUEL 


Country Has Less Forest Than Is Popularly Supposed, 
Much of Its Timber Being Too Heavy to Float, 
Which Makes Importation of Lumber Necessary. 


Consul General George FE. Anderson. of 
Rio de Janeiro tells of the planting of | 
forests by Brazilian railway companies | 
to meet their firewood and tie require- 
ments, says the Baltimore American.

One 
of the most striking prpofs of this state 
of things appears in the imense sums 
of money expended by Brazilian railways 
for ties, and the great trouble had by 
such companies in securing ‘proper sup- 
plies of such timber at any price. 

In order to reduce the cost of the 
ties and to insure a proper supply, the 
principal railways of the country are 
being compelled to give their attention 
to the planting of forests for supplying 
ties, in a manner even more advanced 
than that followed by a number of great 
railways of the United States, \which 
are nearly face to face with similar con- 
ditions. An outline of the situation and 
of the means to avoid further trouble 
and. to reduce expenses on this score ap- 
pears in an annual report to the Paulisa 
Railway Company, which operates the 
largest railway system in southern 
Brazil, of which the following is a synop- 
Bis: 

“The cost of wood fuel and sleepers 
on the Paulista line, with a track mile- 
age of 691 miles, is about $390,000 per 
annum, the fuel being used on the short.

As present improvements on the 
land last purchased will produce sufii- 
cient revenue to pay back the capital 
expended in buying it, it is estimated 
that the total cost of this experiment in 
forestry, which will be completed in 15 
years, will be $150,000, or 15 cents a 
tree, while the returns on each .-tree 
when cut up will be 20 times its orig- 
inal cost. It is also estimated that the 
1,000,000 trees will prove an ample and 
continuous resource for fuel and sleep- 
ers for all the company’s lines, thereby 
saving the company approximately 
$300,000 a year. ©

GO TO REICHSTAG 


Bundesrath Adopts Draft 
Laid Before It Providing 
for Two Chambers of Leg- 
islation and Secret Ballot. 


BERLIN—The, Bundesrath adopted the 
draft of a constitution on Friday for 
Alsace-Lorraine which will be laid before 
the Reichstag aftegx the holiday recess. 
[It provides for two chambers and a ‘govy- 
ernor by the mperor. 

Of the two, chambers of legislation, 
the higher will consist of 36 members, 
one half of whom would be ex-officio or 
selected by chambers of commerce, agri- 
culture and labor, and the other half 
the Emperor upon the 
nomination of the Bundesrath. 

The lower chamber will be made up 
of members elected by universal suffrage 
of those who have aequired the age of 
25. The voters over 35 will have two 
votes, and those over 45 three votes. 
The ballot will be secret. With the 
inauguration of the two chambers the 
authority of the Bundesrath and the 
Reichstag will cease. ' |

The Bible and the Christian Science Text-Book 


POINT on which inquirers seem 
sometimes in doubt is how 
Christian Science estimates the 
Bible. The modern tendency in 
the world is to examine this 
wonderful volume very critically 
and by the light of the ablest 
scholarship, sometimes of a rather ma- 
terialistie trend. Thus the book has for 
many Jost its former authority and on 
the other hand for those who cling to it 
as the chart of life, as Mrs. Eddy calls 
it (Science and Health with Kev to the 
Scriptures, p. 24). the literal interpre- 
tations often make it of little immediate 
use or comfort, since literally considered 
there are many contradictions. Jesus 
said.-however, that the letter killeth, and 
whether one discredits the literal inter- 
pretations of the Bible or accepts them 
one may be equally far from the spiritual 
meanings which alone give it life. 
Christian Science does not hold that 
every word in’ the Bible describes literal 
events. Jesus used many parables or 
stories which point to deep truths, but 
which he never intended to be thought of 
as mere fact.

She 
has the outward witness well as 
the inward vision of these things.

She 
saw these new things in the pages so 
long familiar, things which had never 
been hers’ before. As she read and 
pondered she began to write down what 
came to her; then she taught and prac- 
ticed her ideas for years before she 
finally set them forth in a book. In the 
Quarterly lesson book stands the note 
read at all Christian Science services, 
which says that Science and Health not 
only explains but corroborates the Bible 
texts “in their spiritual application to 
all ages, past, present, and future.” 
While Mrs. Eddy’s faith in the Bible 
had always been-active, still it needed 
the spiritual revelation that came to 
her to show the deeper spiritual mean- 
ings. Her “Key to the Scriptures,” as 
she names the last part of the Christian 
Science text-book, Science 
accoun*; marvelously for many a hard 
passage, though here she confines herself 
chiefly to Genesis and Revelation. Her 
whole book is concerned with scriptural 
elucidation, but here she takes suc- 
cessive passages in order and unfolds 
their spiritual teachings.

Making Gold Pens 


[In the manufacture of gold pens bars 


sooner

of the finest gold are used with iridium, 


the hardest of metals. Iridium comes 
in heavy glass ounce bottles and is worth 
$1500 a pound, being produced mainly 
in the Ural mountain region. The gold 
bars are first rolled into strips and put 
into the punching machine. The blanks 
from which the pens are made are given 
a little recess at the end of the point. 
The operator takes a tiny speck of iri- 
dium from his bottle, places it on a fine 
brush which has been dipped in liquid 
and puts it on the point of the 
pen. He must use a jeweler’s magnify- 
ing glass to enable him to place the 


iridium exactly right. He next holds 


borax, 


the pen to a blowpipe fire and melts the, 


gold of the point sufficiently to weld the 
iridium into it, just as a jeweler might 
set a diamond in a gold mounting. This 
operation is a very delicate one, since 
the slightest excess of exposure to the 
heat would ruin the whole pen. The pen 
is next sent to a copper lathe and 
polished, after which it is put through § 
the rofls which give it shape. After this 
it goes to an expert with an anvil, who 
hammers the nib in order to produce 
in it the desired elasticity. It is. said 
that the average loss in pen-making by 
grinding and other processes is 15 per 
cent of the gold, about half of which is 
recoyered in sweepings. The dust of a 
big factory is worth thousands of dol- 
lars a year. — New Haven Journal- 
Courier. 


‘London’s Dialect” 


In a book entitled “London’s Dialect,’ 
Mackenzie Macbride challenges the view 
expressed by the education department 
of the. London county council, that 
“there is no London dialect of reputable 
antecedents and origin,” and that “the 
Cockney mode of speech is a modern 
corruption.” He pomts out that the 
London dialect, especially on the south 
side of the Thames, is a perfectly recog- 
nizable child of the old Kentish tongue, 
to which we owe our earliest written 
literature. ‘“Thet,” for “that,” “benk” 
for “bank,” “keb” for “cab,” are rem- 
nants of the old Kentish mode of pro- 
nunciation. In the Kentish dialect “that” 
was spelt “thet” as early as A. D. 825. 
The use of “1” for “a,” as in “lidy,” 
was common from the Trent to the 
Thames in Ehizabeth’s time, and John 
Stow, writing in 1580, givgs us bylifie” 
The use of ‘fau” for “a” 
such cockneyisms as “telegrauph” 
is of wery old origin, and “abaht” and 
“ahtside” are both-warranted by ancient 
use. As for “kep” and “slep” without 
the final “t,” they are really uncor- 
rupted words, the “t” being an intruder 
of late date.—Londen Standard.

Of the two the potash incident presents the greater difficulty. 
It will be seen at once that there is a marked difference between 
the step which the German government has already taken and 
that which the Dutch government contemplates, in that the former 
taxes an export which finds in the United States, perhaps, its great- 
est market, while the latter proposes to place what will amount 
practically to an exclusive tariff upon an American article of export. 

There are certain natural products of the United States upon 
which the entire civilized globe is to some degree dependent. ‘This 
country has been called the bread-basket of the world, a description 
which has not been quite as applicable recently as formerly because 
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ot decreased production and increased consumption at home; but, 
nevertheless, American ability to feed the millions throughout the 
less fertile stretches of the world is a matter of universal recog- 
nition. Notwithstanding this fact, the United States is dependent 
upon certain natural products of other countries. Agriculture in 
the United States—the greatest of American industries—would be 
considerably hampered if Chile should shut off its nitrate of soda 
supply, or if Germany should shut off its potash supply. A tax 
upon either of these exports would mean a great burden for the 
American farmer. American imports of potash in the fiscal vear 
of 1910 amounted in value to nearly $9,000,000. All this came 
i practically free of duty. The volume of the potash imports is 
only a fraction of the volume of the fertilizing material into which 
it enters as an essential part. 

The maximum and minimum clause in the Payne tariff was 
intended to apply to nations according as they should grant the 
United States as favorable trade terms as they were granting anv 
other country. In the German potash tax there is technically no 
discrimination of the kind against which section two of the Payne

Vermont is the first state to call attention to the possibility 
that ferns, as well as fir trees, might be in need of conservation. In 
reality, florists get their principal supplies of ferns from Maine, - 
and also draw largely on New Hampshire, Massachusetts, Connect- 
icut and even Rhode Island. These states, evidently, have found 
no reason as yet to complain. Furthermore, investigation discloses 
that it is the common brake variety of fern which is in greatest 
demand, and, like the rest of the fern family, the brake is a peren- 
nial instead of an annual. 

If the claim that 50,000,000 ferns were sent out last fall from 
four Vermont towns is authentic, of course, some alarm might be 
regarded as justifiable in the face of such figures. As to-any lasting 
damage resulting to the fern growth, however, there is plenty of ~ 
room for doubt when it is considered that the ferns are not picked, 
but are mowed. Hence, it would seem that Vermonters, might 
arrange to earn themselves the $25,000 or $30,000 said to be paid 
fern gatherers there each fall, for if a prohibitive tax were placed 
on Green mountain fronds, that attractive income would surely be 
diverted to other parts of New England. 


Canadian national conference of agriculture, 
just as the demand of western Canadians for 
absolute free trade in agricultural implements, cement, lumber, hard- 
ware, sugar and woolen goods is of importance to all America. 

While the farmers unquestionably hold the balance of power 
in Canada nearly as much as they do in the United States, it is true 
that many of them have not understood the question of reciprocity, 
except in its broad phases. Examination of the articles for which 
free trade provisions are sought indicates that Canadian farmers, 
in return, would be glad to have the tariff charges removed from 
erains, meats, vegetables, fruits and dairy products, and that Boston, 
more particularly than New York, might serve them as a great 
distributing point. 

Premier Laurier, of course, has informed the farmers of the 
negotiations for the reciprocity treaty now being conducted, on 
behalf of the United States and Canada, and expressed hope that 
the outcome will be generally satisfactory. In case that hope reaches 
fulfilment, which is exceedingly likely, New England will prove a 
leading beneficiary under a just reciprocal arrangement, while Bos- 
ton, it would seem, must derive particularly helpful effects. And 
assistance thus extended to a particular section cannot fail to be 
of benefit to the nation as a whole. 

Canadian agriculturists, also, can well afford to let govern-

Germany’s position is that it has a right to conserve this product 
as one of its most valuable natural resources. On this point the 
United States is in no position to raise its voice in protest. 

Should the United States retaliate upon Holland for discrim- 
inating against one of its leading manufactured products, flour, 
by discriminating against Dutch diamonds and bulbs, it might inflict 
upon the commerce of that little kingdom a noticeable check. ‘The 
object of the government of Holland in admitting grain free while 
taxing flour is to give employment to Dutch millers.

Commander Glass’ attention. By the treaty of peace with Spain, 
signed at Paris, the United States had added Guam to its colonial 
possessions. 

While Guam is only 32 miles long and 100 in circumference, 
with a population of about 10,000, it has an excellent harbor. It is 
this harbor which evidently is to be further strengthened by fortifica- 
tions. Like Pearl harbor, Hawaii, it will prove an important point 
in the Pacific, from which the men of war of the United States can 
operate effectively. Naval experts believe that Guam and Pearl 
harbor are the key to the naval situation’in the: Pacific; but they 
may equally well be considered as links in a great peace chain that 
is binding the nations together along the great trade highways of
